**Legitime embarked on the 22d. Monte- 
pointe entered on the 23d, Hippolyte on the 
2th. There is no disorder. 

This dispatch indicates that Legitime has 
left the fleid to his rival, Hippolyte. 


The Galena Goes to Hayti. 


By Telegraph to the POST-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., August 24.—The U. 8. 
steamship Galena has been ordered to sall from 
New York to-morrow morning for Hayti. She 
will take at least a week on the passage, pro- 


viding she does not run into the hurricane 
which is supposed to be coming up the Gulf 
stream in the opposite direction. 

The Acting Secret of State says that it 
appears from Admiral Gherardi’s telegram 
that the worst of the trouble is over now. 
Still it will be prudent and necessary perhaps 
to keep a United States man-of-war in Hay- 
tien waters for some time to come to provide 
against the contingencies of riot or lawless- 
ness, which may endanger American in- 
terests. 

The Department of State has not yet com- 
municated with Minister Douglass on the sub- 
ject of his immediate departure for Hayti, as 
suggested by Admiral Gherardi. It is beiieved 
that the request for his presence is 
caused by a belief that the rela- 
tions between the recent United States 
Representatives and the other foreign 
representatives have become somewhat 
strained. Meanwhile it is stated asa reason 
for the delay in sending Minister Douglass to 
his post that this Government is in grave 
doubt as to the proper authority to whom he 
should be accredited, and while this 
was something of a problem in  Legi- 
time’s administration it has become even 
more complicated since his departure, asthe 
State Department is in entire official ignorance 
of the terms of capitulation and the tenure by 
which Hippolyte governs. 


Terms Proposed to Legitime. 


PorRtT-AU-PRINCE, August 17.—The sem!i-of- 
ficial peace mission of the English Consul 
and the Spanish Consul-General fails, as 
Hippolyte would at first have nothing to 
do with them, but he finally gave his terms 
instead of listening to those of Legitime. 
His ultimatum was that the troops in 
Port-au-Prince wereto lay down thbeir 
arms; that he, with his escort, was to be met 
outside the portals of St. Joseph by the dip- 
lomatic body and by them escorted to the gates 
of the city, where the city officials were 
to surrender the capital to him 
unconditionally. He announced that he would 


hgve sufficient force with him to protect the 
lives and property of the citizens, Legitime in 
the meantime having leit the city with those 
of bis counsellors who dia not care to remain. 
Legitime agreed to this, but the max who con- 
trols bim, Oesmaison, the French Minister, 
forced him to decline, saying that such terms 
were disgraceful. The English gunboat For- 
ward carried the answer to Hippolyte at St. 
Marc the next day.

WHY THE CITY DOES NOT FA‘ L. 

The United States ship Kearsarge has just 
returnea froma flying 1 to the telegraph 
station at St. Nicholas Mole and Cape Hay- 
tien. At the latter place the people could not 
understand why the capital had not fallen in- 
to the hands of Hippolyte, and they firmly be- 
lieve that he can walk in at any time, and is 
only kept back by his resolve not to take the 
city by assault if there is the slightest chance 
of getting it any other way. Yet they 
seem to forget that Legitime builds 
his hopes of holding the city on 
that same resolve, and that he proposes to 
make them take it in that way and will proba- 
biy assist in the destruction in order to ruin 
Hippolyte’s chances for the Presidency. The 
Legitimist gunboate are again in this port, 
baving done nothing in the Southern ports. 
The French Minister, Cesmaison, was ex- 
pected to leave Jere on the last French mall 
steamer, but he disappointed the merchants 
who are hoping for peace and who are con- 
vinced that he prevented the acceptance of 
the peace terms offered by Hippolyte on Au- 
gust7. The French gunboat Kerguelen has 
just arrived from Martinique and may ln some 
way help matters. 


Movements of United States Vessels.

The Galena was to have left for Port-au-Prince 
yesterday. Her sailing orders have, been re- 
ceived but for several reasons the ship re- 
mained at ber moorings througbout the day. 
Judging from the amount of small stores that 
were being whisked aboard the Gaiena yester- 
day afternoon it was difficult to see how Com- 
mander Summer was to get away before to- 
day. The cruiser is all ready for her Southern

The Kear- 
sarge is now the only vessel before Port-au-

ter. The Kearsarge is the next 
vesse! to be relieved and the Yantic is thought 
to be the craft destined to perform that duty.

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THE LONDON STRIKE, 


Forty Thousand Laborers ‘Waeede 
the Streets of the City. 


The Trouble Spreading and Im- 
portant Interests Involved. 


Delays to Shipping Which Will Prove Costly 
to the Merchants of Loudon—Wages 
That Will Insure Better Living De- 
manded by the Men—Interviews With 
the Leader of the Strikers and the Direc- 
tor of the Dock Company—Public Sym- 
pathy on the Side of Laborers—Both 
Sides Determined to Hold Out—The 
Economic Aspect of the Struggle—The 
German Emperor Leaves Metz for Berlin 
—Honors Faid to the Imperial Party on 
the Route— Hurricane at Buenos Ayres 
—General Foreign News. 


Special Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
LONDON, August 24.—The strike of the dock 
laborers of London is the biggest strike of re- 


cent years, involving the gravest commercial. 


and economic issues. I interviewed yester- 
day Hon. Sydney Holland, the director of the 
dock companies; also John Burns, the Social- 
ist leader, who is directing the strike. I 
found both sides equally confident and reso- 
lute. As usual in such cases, a large number 
of detailed points are involved, but Burns said 
the real gist was the men’s demand for arise 
from 5d to 6d per hour as the wage of the 
casual laborer. The dock companies are 
nearly bankrupt and say they ¢annot possibly 
afford a rise, and if arise is paid out of an 
extra price charged to shippers trade would 
leave London. 

I asked Holland how long the directors 
would hold out. He replied emphatically: 
A thousand years, if necessary. We cannot 
be worse off than we are. The shippers and 
merchants will suffer, not me. This is the 
commercial issne involved. Already grave 
inconvenience is caused to steamships by de- 
lay. Passengers are accommodated on board. 
Grocers cannot get consignments. The rall- 
road companies, shippers and merchants are 
bringing to bear pressure ou the dock direct- 
ors to come to terms. 

Burns argues that the London docks could 
raise the terms to shippers and merchants 
without any fear of sending trade to South- 
amptonor Liverpool. Similar quarrels did 


send the ship-building trade from 
London to Clyde, but London must 
be fed, and railway freights 


from Liverpool to London are far higher than 

the extra price necessary to enable the dock 
companies to meet the men’s demand for ex- 

tra wages. Only recently the Peninsular 
Orlental Co. removed from Southampton to 
London to save railway freights. The economic 
aspect of the strike is equally important. 
Not only casual laborers are immediately con- 
cerned, but allthe riverside workers, even 
the most skilled,have struck in sympathy.The 
trade unions also are all subscribing to tive 
strike funds. 

The strikers parade dally through the heart 
ofthecity. I watched them yesterday from 
the dock directors’ premises and was imme- 
diately struck with the good order and dis- 
cipline maintained. The men were 4,000 
strong and included types of all classes of 
East London labor. Asecond new departure 
is the demand that the price of labor be not 
entirely fixable by a biggling market, but 
the recognition of the principle that tue mini- 
mum standard must becompatible with the 
possibilities of adecent living. The general 
feeling is that 5pence an hour is too low and 
public sympathy is strongly on the side of the 
laborers. This fact is full of significance for 
future economics.

Gov. Buckner Asked to Send Troops te As- 
sist in Their Capture.

LOUISVILLE, August 2%4.—Judge Robert Boyd 
of the Fifteenth Judicial District, in which 
Harlan County is situated, came here to-day 
to request Goy. Buckner to send troops to 
arrest Wilson Howard, leader of the band of 
outiaws that killed four citizens last Tuesday. 
Judge Boyd spoke in substance as follows: 


think troops are necessary to capture 
the outiaws, and their presence is essential 
at the Criminal Court in order that the law 
might ve enforced. It is my plan to station 
officers at the principal outiets of Harlan 
County and let them intercept all attempts to 
escape from the county. Then let the troops 
raid their fastnesses and either capture or 
drive tnem into the hands of the officers, who 
guard the roads and other outlets. 

It Wils Howard and Bill Jennings could be 
taken the trouble would end. But they are 
related to about one-fourth of the Harlan 
County inhabitants, and have a large number 
of active supporters. Consequently it would 
be s hard matter to capture them without 
military support. Howard and Jennings 
offered to surrender to me, and sent Harry 
Eversole to negotiate the conditions.

The Property on Washington Avenue Be- 

‘tween Ninth and Tenth Streets and Lucas 
Avenue Sold—R. D. Hunter's Stock Yara 
Property on the Frisco Railway Disposed 
Of—Transactions To-Day. 


HE east half of the 
St. Louis University 
property was sold to- 
day, and the finest 
com mercial building 
erected west of the 
Mississippi Biver is 
to be built there as 
speedily as possible. 
Rumors of an jm- 
mense deal of this 
character have been 
fiying around real es- 
tate circles for a day 
or two past, but they 
were extremely 
vague and could not be traced to a re- 
table source until this afternoon, and 
- neither the name of the purchaser nor thecon- 
sideration was given. There can be no doubt. 
though, that the property is sold and that it 
willbe improved shortly on a magnificent 
scale. The building to be erected there, ac- 
cording to excellent authority, is to be not 
less than eight stories high, thoroughly fre- 
proofthroughout. The property was owned 
by Charles Green and Edward Martin, who 
bought it from the Jesuit Fathers for $458,000. 
This sum was paid for the entire premises, in- 
cluding all the college buildings, which 
are now being torn away. The ground em- 
braces nearly two blocks, extending from the 
west line of Ninth along the north side of 
Washington avenue,nearly to Eleventh street, 
and runs back with an equal frontage on Lucas 
avenue. Only that portion of the property 
lying east of Tenth street has been sold, but 
that makes a magnificent site of about 200 feet 


front on Washington avenue, with a 
corresponding frontage on Christy, and a fron 
ulso on Ninth street. 
REPEATED ATTEMPTS HAVE BEEN MADE 
to buy this property from Messrs. Green and 
Martin, but as those gentlemen failed to agree 
as to the price of it, ali previous negotiations 
were declared off.

t. The tract comprises 206 acres 
and cost when purchased about five years ago 
between $75 and $100 an acre. It is located 
west of Gratiot Station on tue Frisco and near 
Sutton on the Missouri Pacific Railway. The 
River Des Peres meanders through the tract 
and it was purchased asa site for the proposed 
stock yards on account of its advantageous 
location for that purpose between and border- 
ing upon both of the railways named about 
eight miles west of the Union Depot.

New 2,000-Ton Cruisers. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., August 24.—Advertise- 
ments were reissued to-day from the Nayy 
Department for bidsforthe construction of 
the three 2,000-ton cruisers, for which ex-

AN HEROIC EREMEDT. 


Systematic Course of Hanging to Cure 


Spinal Trouble. 


Boston, August 24.—Police Lieutenant Wm. 
B. Daly of this city is undergoing a rigorous 
treatment to get cared of a spinal trouble 
caused by a fall from a horse-car in 1887. Itis 
nothing more or less than a systematic course 
of hanging. He is suspended by the neck 
until he fs almost unconscious, this process 
being the only way in which the spinal cord 


can be properly strengthened. The machine 
is shaped very much likea gallows. It consists 
of an iron rod, with eyes in the center and 
hooks at each end, in which are loons that 
pass down under each shoulder to take the 
strain off the patient’s neck. Along the hori- 
zontal bar is a series of notches, from which 
hang the supports for the head and chin. 
Lieut. Daley’s head is placed in the support 
and he is then swung from the floor. He 
said that the experience is anything but pleas- 
ant, but as a cure is being effected, he keeps 
ut it. He is generally strung up about two and 
a half minutes. 

When released he cannot stand and it is 
fully minutes before he recovers from the 
effects of the hanging. He has control of his 
lower limbs now, while less than six months 
ago he staggered like a drunken man, and can 
sleep every night without injections of mor- 
phine, as before. 


A Musician’s Sudden Death.

Carant, the distinguished violinist, dropped 
dead yesterday as he arose and put on his hat 
to visit some pupils.

Sr. Louis, 
ceived here from Yuma, on the Texas Pacific, 
announces that no eastern bound train has 
come in since morning, and all attempts to 
open communication by telegraph with points 
west of that place have failed. It is the 
opinion of railroad menthata great storm is 
meee in California. Weather here pleas- 
ant with a steady, dry wind from the east 
blowing.’’ 

Immediately 15 this was another 
news item which I quote from memory: 

„ DENVER, June 26,9 p.m.—Intelligence from 
Cheyenne istothe effect that railway travel 
and telegraphic communieation west of 
Pocatello on the Union Pacific and Ogden on 
the Central Pacific have been interrupted by a 
storm. The telegraph wires are believed to be 
in — condition, but up to9o’clock there 
bas been no return current. 

Tread these sphs over three or four 
times. Ordinarily Ishouid have passed them 
by and given my attention to other and more 
congenial news. But now a dull fear that 
events were conspiring to widen the breach 
between myself and the Erisbanes focused 
ned interest on them. There was that easterly 
wind blowing eae was I, too, growing 
superstitious? turned over all the 
papers. The news was the same in all, but 
there was not an editorial paragraph of com- 
ment in any of the sheets, which indeed 
teomed with ali the details of active commer- 
cial, political and social life. 

I went down town after eating my breakfast 
and found that the intelligence had not 
awakened any public attention that was ob- 
servabie. The two or three persons to whom 
Ispoke with regard to it treated it as one of 
the passing sensations of the hour that would 
be explained sooner or later. It was not till 
the evening papers of the 27th came out that 
the matter began to de discussed. 
The dispatches in these papers were 
of a nature to arouse wide spread 
anxiety. It was very obvious from theircon 
struction and import that the feeling west of 
the Mississippi was more intense than had up 
to this time been suspected. The columns of 
the papers were filled with brief but rather 
startiing telegrams from various points. 
Denver, El Paso, Salt Lake City, Cheyenne, 
St. Paul, St. Louis and Chicago sent anxious 
sentences, which had a thrill of trepidation in 
their broken phrases. And it was easy to see 
that this feeling of deep concern increased as 
each dispatch came from a point further west. 

A special from Chicago stated that commu. 
nication ceased at Yuma at 10 o’cleck on the 
morning of the26th. The last train from th 
west went through at that hour and reported 
that it was 22 an hour in running from 
Los Angeles to Yuma by the pressure of the 
easterly wind. ‘This train had reached EI 
Paso, where the accounts of the wind were 
given by the engineer, conductor and pas- 
sengers. All endeavorsto get an answer to 
dispatches from Yuma were failures. 

Telegrams sent to St. Louis, Chicago and 
St. Paul represented the condition of anxiety 
in Ogden and Pocatello to be bordering on ex- 
citement. Fears were entertained, the dis- 
patches said, of a ‘‘meteorological cata- 
clysm,’’ and thousands who had friends 
either on the coast or in transitu were besicg- 
ing the telegraph offices In vain. 

The hurried comments of the evening papers 
onthe news were singularly unsatisfactory 
and non-committal. ‘‘The unprecedented 
storm that is sede raging on the Pacific slope, 
I read, ‘‘and‘which has — — out off 
communication withthe far West will, by its 
magnitude, fill the country with the most 


serious apprehensions.’’ The oarliest 
news from California which shall 
give us thedetaile of the storm, said 


another paper, will be looked for with 
eagerness, aud will be promptly and fully 
furnished to our readers. 

As curious as anybody could beto know 
what kind of a storm it was that had stopped 
railroad travel from Idahoto Mexico, and re- 
marking with surprise thatthe signal office 
utterly refused to recognize a great 
storm anywhere, I dismissed the subject 
from my mind with the reflection that there 
would in all probability be explanatory news 
in the morning, and resolved to make my 
usual visit to the Brisbane family.

For the first time I felt as I threw the paper 
away what Ian only calla sense of misgiv- 
ing.

I went through wenty-sixth street and 
looked in at Delmonico’s. The place was full 
of late supper parties. They were enjoying 
themselves, and I could hear the clink of 
glasses mingled with the buzz of conversation 
as I passed. 

This strong objective picture of the ten 
dency of affairs to keep on in their normal 
way had areassuring effect and I began to 
smile at my previous fanciful fears. In fact, I 
went home and slept soundly. I was sure of 
Kate if 1 was not sure of anything else. 

The next morning events, or at leust the 
publication of them, had reached that condi- 
tion which arrests public attention every- 
where. The news from the West swamped all 
else in the morning journals. The editors, by 
their work, now acknowledged that the 
mysterious silence on the Pacific Slope was by 
far the most important subject {or considera- 
tion before the world. The moment I glanced 
atthe sheets I saw that there was but one 
theme in the journalistic mind.

mind, there was no mistaking the official 
tone of the editor whose businsss it was to 
weigh and estimate the public value of news. 
Itseemed to me that th umpire to whom we 
instinctively looked for opinions had 
thrown up tne sponge, 80 to speak. 
Let me recall his words as they 
were impressed upon me that morning: 

Thata gers crisis has arrived in the condi- 
tions of life on this planet,’’ said the aper, 
‘It would be folly and is impossible any 
longer to deny. It is not our province nor is 
it within our power to offer any solution of the 
stupendous mystery that is now enveloping 
a part of our continent. It is only imperative 
upon us as brave agents in the dispensing of 
truth to say with all the candor that we can 
summon that the effort of the government to 
open communication with the vast region west 
of what mustnow be known asthe Meridian 
of Silence has dismally failed, and it is the 
conviction ofthe maturest judgment, based 
upon all the facts ofthe attempt that are ob- 
tainable, that it failed because the expiorers 
themselves ceased to exist when they had 
passed a certain pretty well defined line 
which we now know extends north and south 
from Helena in Montana to Yuma on the bor- 
ders of Mexico. The hypothesis of Prof. 
Winchell, which we publish in another coi- 
umn and which bears all the marks of that 
distinguished sevant’s cool judgment and vast 
knowledge, will, we sadly acknowledge, 
weigh but very little with an excited commu- 
nity this morning. His theorv is that a 
selemic eruption in Oregon or Utah might

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PRESIDENT VAN HORNE’S VIEWS OF JUDGE 
. COOLEY’S DECISION. 


A Case in Which Only One Side Has Been 
Heard—Alleged Exaggerations Concern- 
ing Dominion Government Subsidies— 
What Has Brought About the Trouble—

The Cana- 
dian Pacific is not and never has been an eager 
competitor for freight traffic between the 
Eastern and the Pacific Coast States. It has 
arbitrary rates to pay to ite connections at 
both ends of its line on such trafo, and these 
arbitrary rates leave too little profit to make 
the traffic worth fighting for. 
„There is little if any sincerity in the com- 
plaints of other Pacific lines about the effect 
of ite competition. The Canadian Pacific was 
used by them as a bugbear in their attempt to 
prevent the passage of the interstate com- 
merce act, and its use as a bugbear has been 


fications of the act. They are disappointed at 
finding Canadian Pacific living up to its terms 
more faithfully than they did themselves. I

WASHINGTON, August 24.—Simpson & Wat- 
king, anthracite coai operators in the Carbon- 
dale district of Pennsylvania, have filed with 
the Interstate Commerce Commission,through 
their counsel, Franklin B. Gowan of Philadel- 


phia, a complaint against the New 
York, Lake rie Western Rail- 
road Co., charging unjust discrim- 
inations against the complainants in freight 
rates and shipping facilities.

and New Jersey and there selling the coal at 
such prices that after paying the charges for 
selling the coal there remained a sum much 
less than the market value of the coal at the 
point of shipment. The complaint also 
alleges that the respondent in dis- 
tributing coal cars gives undue 
advantage to the two companies named 
and further that the respondents are the own- 
ers or lessees, or have the control of a thou- 
sand new coal cars, designated as Delaware 
& Hudson exclusives,’’ which are unjust! 
confined to the service of the Delaware x 
Hudson Canal Vo, The same parties have also 
filed a complaint against the Delaware & Hnd- 
son Canal Co., charging, among other things, 
unjust discrimination against the complain- 
ants in the matter of freight rates. They also 
charge that the respondents carry bituminous 
coal over like distances, and in tho 
same direction, between points in the anthra- 
cite fields and points in the State of New York 
at rates per ton per mile which the complain- 
ants believe to be about one-third the rates 
charged on anthracite coal between like 
points, and in the same direction. The com- 
plainants claim that they are entitled to a like 
classification furanthracite as is given by the 
respondents to bituminous coal between like 
points and in the same direction.

Hudson Canal Co., is filed ry Andrew Lang- 
don & Co., coal operators of Buffalo, N. Y.

PORT TOWNSEND, W. T., August 24.—The 
Government reyenue cutter, Richard Rush, 
seized the British schooner Ennetta with 600 
skins July 31. The seizure of the Pathfinder 
and the Minnie is confirmed. The Pathfinder 
was the only vessel placed in charge of an 
American officer, excepting the Black Dia- 
mond.

TO FIGHT THE GRAIN INSPECTOR 


He Will Be Given a Whirl on the Date the 
Law Goes Into lffect—Then Another 
Round Will Be Offered Him on the In- 
spection of Grain in East Side De- 
vators. 


HATEVER thé Rail- 
‘road Commissioners 
may think, the pros- 
pectof a speedy, and 
satisfactory settie- 
ment of the sérious 
differences on the sub- 
ject of proper and le- 
gal inspection of grain 
which exist between 
Jasper N. Burks, the 
chief State inspector, 
andthe grain recelv- 
ers on the Merchants’ 
Exchange, is more re- 
mote and improbable 
than at any time since the beginning of the 
trouble. The difficulty, which dated 
from the appointment of Burks dy 
the Railroad Commissioners, was increased 
by the political and partisan character of the 
subsequent appointments of assistants and 
subordinates by Burks himself, just at the 
very time when the interference of conserva- 
tive business men and concessions by the 
Board of Commissioners at Jefferson City had 
overcome the original objections tothe new 
inspection system. Burks then became 
further involved and again aroused the latent 
opposition of the Exchange by the announce- 
ment that he intended to begin operations ata 
date two months earlier than the attorneys of 
the grain men believed he had a legal right 


to. 
ONCE MORE MR. BURKS’ FAT 


is completely in the fire. 

The Board of Directors of the Merchants’ 
Exchange at a meeting held yesterday after- 
noon decided to fight in the courts Mr. Burks’ 
assumption ot authority on the Ist of next 
month. Should Burks continve in his 
present determination to begin the in- 
spection of grain September 1 as 


he and the Railroad Commissioners have an- 
nounced, the Exchange, through its directors, 
will oppose the issuing of licenses to the ele- 
vator companies, on the ground that the new 
law does not go into force until November 1. 
This will bring before the courts not only the 
question of the date on which the statute goes 
into operation, but the question of the con- 
stitutionality of the law as well, 
This issue is of trivial importance, however, 
when compared to the danger to Burks’ of- 
fice which lurks ina bomb which is loaded 
and ready for him, and which will be thrown 
immediately he begins in earnest the State in- 
spection of grain, whether it be on the lst of 
ovember, the lat of September, or any other 
time. Fully one- half, if not more, of the 
grain handled in this market is received and 
INSPECTED IN EAST ST. LOUIS. 
The laws of the State of Missouri have no 
jurisdiction in Illinois, except that in the 
matter of grain inspection the Illinois au- 
thorities, looking on the five Kast side 
elevators as belonging to the St. 
Louis market, have by courtesy permitted 
the Merchants’ Exchange inspectors to grade 
and classify the grain inthem. This courtesy 
may be rescinded at any time, and, besides, it 
is granted not to the State of Missouri, dut 
to the St. Louis Merchants’ Exchange. At 
the request of the Exchange fora withdrawal 
of the courtesy, oron the refusal of the Ex- 
change to accept it the East side elevators 
would, of course, pass under the operation of 
the IIlinois inspection laws and the Illinois 
inspectors. 

To a Post-DISPATCH reporter this morning 
CHAS. F. ORTHWEIN, 
ex-President of the Merchants’ Exchange and 
probably the heavest exporter of grain in this 
market, said: ‘‘if Mr. Burks does not re- 
appoint the old Merchants’ Exchange grain 
inspectors on the East Side, thereby insuring 
to the grain receivers competent inspection, 
the Merchants’ Exchange will see that he 

does not get the East Side Inspection.“ 

„Has the board determined upon such a 
course?’’

counterfeit of reality, Supported as it was, 
however, + Borg weight of an authority hith- 
erto respected in the world of medicine, it 
was necessary that it should be tested cau- 
tiously and in a proper way and that the theory 
should not be actually condemned until it had 
been proved extravagant as its pretensions 
were worthiess. For unrefiecting and obsti- 
nate scepticism in matters medical is as illogi- 
cab as unreasoning credulity. The experi- 
ments reported by Dr. Loomis are sufficient, 
we think, to satisfy the demands of legitimate 
prudence. In fact, it has already received 
more attention than it has deserved. The re- 
sults of these experiments seem to show that 
the injected material may, in certain cases, 
act as a mechanical! stimulant, but that is all; 
they fail utterly to support the extravagant 
ciaims of physical and mental rejuvenescence 
which has been put forward in half of this 
method.

SPREADING DISEABE. 


Clothing From Small-Pox Patients Sold to 
Laborers. 


ForT WAYNE, Ind., August 23.—The small- 
pox epidemic at Menominee, Wis., which, ac- 
cording to the Wisconsin health officers, was 
brought there byafamily named Anderson 
can be traced to this city beyond a doubt. The 
man Anderson was employed here on the 
natural gas mines. He has a large family, who 
were in very needy circumstances. About a 
month ago the Allen County Pest-house was 
robbed and all the clothing which was taken 


froin 270 patients treated there and which had 
been packed away instead of  O»being 
destroyed, was stolen and sold to the 
men working for the Natural Gas Co. 
They are mostiy Italians and Swedes, and 
a large number of them ieft shortly atter- 
ward, carrying the pest-house clothes with 
thew. Among the number was the Anderson 
family. They secured passes to Chicago from 
the Township trustees, saying they wanted to 
go to Menominee, where they bad relatives. 
The theft of clothes was kept quiet until afew 
days ago; when it leaked out, causing a panic 
among the men employed on the gas- line. 
Anderson’s family updotibtedly contracted 
the disease from the clothes bought of the 
thieves, and as hundreds of others wear some 
ofthe same lot of clothing, the disease is 
ope break out wherever the men have 
ocated. 


Diphtheria Scourge in Ohio. 


COLUMBUS, O., August 24.— Dr. Probst of the 
State Board of Health has just returned from 
the terribly scourged village of Moscow, a 
place of 600 inhabitants, onthe banks of the 


Ohio River. There are seventy-six cases of 
diphtheria there, seventy-three children and 
three adults. There have been twelve deaths 
up to date and betare the week is over the 
doctor thinks thatthere will be that many 
more. The village is upon the hills and is 
scattered along for about three-quarters of a 
mile. There is plenty of pure air and it ought 
to be a healthful place, but the sanitary con- 
ditions are awful; the hog pens and outhouses 
have not been cleaned for years 
and the stench is terrible in many parts of the 
town. Fathers and mothers are Fug with 
their children for their lives, and in this way 
the disease will undoubtedly be carried to 
other places. The three doctors of Moscow 
are workiug night and day, one of them hav- 
ing forty cases.

the eraft. The flames attracted 
the attention of the Ancient Fire 
Department of Aspinwall, which turned out, 
— wien a number of American laborers 
about the dock set to work to assist the people 
of the steamship in extinguishing the flames. 
All through the night of the lith the men 
toiied, several falling exbausted as morning 
came on trom overwork. 

The 12th opened with the fire still burning 
fiercely, and towards noon of that day it 
looked as if the steamer was doomed. During 
the afternoon of the 12th the flames wen: 
down as suddenly as they began, and at 4 
o clock Capt. Lockwood, the skipper of the 
ship, reported the fre extinguished.

STORM AT SEA. 


Thrilling Experience of the Crew of the 
Steamer Santiago. 


Rr Telegraph to the POsSt-DISPATCH. 

New YORK, August 24.—The steamer Santi- 
ano yesterday brought to this port from 
Cienfuegos Capt. J. H. Slocum and six men of 
the wrecked British schooner Neilie Pickup, 
which was lost in a rotary storm the night of 
August 5. The men had a thrilling expe- 
rience in saving their lives. Capt. Slocum 
said yesterday thatthe ship Nellie Pickup 
started from Cienfuegos, bound for Kingston, 


Jamaica, on August4. The night of the fol- 
lowing day, while allof the crew except the 
watch below were asleep, the storm struck 
the vessel. The Nellie Pickup, which was a 
small ship of tons, was whirled 
about several times, dismantied and 
capsized. The men, who were be- 
low, succeeded in getting on deck and 
clinging to the side of the vessel, some of 
them half naked. There they hung until the 
storm subsided. Then after four hours of 
hard labor they managed to get free the ship’s 
boat, which wus lashed astern, and baled it 
out. Tocutthe boat loose the men had to 
dive down and work under water. With a 
mall jug of water which they saved the seven 
men set out to row back to Cienfuegos. After 
forty-eicht hours they reached the pilot's 
house atthe entrance ot Cienfuegos barbor, 
exhausted and too faint from hunger to pro- 
ceed further. The pilot took them ashore and 
cared for them and sent them to Cienfuegos 
the next day by a Spanish steamer. The 
men complain of neglectiui treatment by the 
British Consul at Cienfuegos. On their way 
bere, however, in the Santiago, a concert was 
held on board for their benefit which netted 
them en ugh tosuply themselves with cloth- 
ing, of which they stood sadly in need. The 
men were taken to the Sailors’ Home in Cher- 
ry street. 

On board the Santiago also was Captain 
Lynes of the British steamer Chancellor which 
left Santiago De Cuba on July 23, loaded with 
iron ore for Baltimore. On July 24 at night 
the steamer struck on the rocks off Watling 
Island and became a wreck. The Captain 
hired a schooner and with the chief engineer 

d steward saved part of the provisions 
which they sold at Nassau.

Detectives Conner and McGrath yesterday 
afternoon arrested Benny Lawrence, alias 
John Kelly, a well-known character but 23 
years of age. Lawrence was captured 
at Eighth and O’Fallon streets and locked 
up in the hold-over at the Central Dis- 


trict Station, charged with robbery. On the 
afternoon of Murch 12, last, two men ap- 

oached the kitchen entrance of the resi- 
dénce of Mrs. Stewart, a lady of over 70 years, 
living with her husband at 1919 North Tenth 
street. Mrs. Stewart was alone in the house. 
She answered the knock and unbolted the 
door when the larger man thrust his shoulder 
against the paneland before the frightened 
lady could give the alarm had seized her by 
the throat and forced her backwards over 
asmalitable. He then drew a knife from his 
coat and placed it against Mrs. Stewart’s 
throat, admonishing his speechless prisoner 
to remain quiet on pain of death. The con- 
federate in the meantime ransacked the dwell: 
ing and secured a pocketbook containing 
some small change and a little tin box in 
Which the husband, who is a locksmith, had 
placed apart of his ‘earnings for some time 
previous. Their work finished, the larger man 
proceeded to choke his helpless victim al- 
most to insensibillty and then dragged her to 
a closet. The space was too small to permit 
the entrance of herbody. Notto be balked, 
the miscreant then seized a quilt from the 
bed and bound it tightly about Mrs. Stewart’s 
head, almost suffocating her. Both of the 
robbers then fed. Abouttwo months ago a 
man named James Holden as ar- 
rested for eomplicity in e af- 
fair. He confessed his guilt 
and gave the name ofthe principal. For this 
information Holden was allowed to plead 
guilty to grand larceny. He was sentenced to 
two years at Jefferson City and is now serving 
his time. This morning Mrs. Stewart ap- 
peared at the Four Courts and positively, 
identified Lawrence as the chief of her assail- 
ants. A warrantforro: bery inthe first de- 
gree has been sworn out and the prisoner isa 
promising candidate for ten years in the 
penitentiary. Mrs. Stewart has never re- 
covered from her fright and injuries recoived 
at the prisoner’s hands.

The Promise That a Wealthy Uncle Failed 
to Falfill.

THE BRIDGE TERMINAL. 


ANNUAL ELECTION OF OFFICERS WHICH 
TOOK PLACE THIS MORNING. 


The Old Board Re-Elected Without a Con- 
test—The Present Situation and What 
Has Been Accomplished Within the Cur- 
rent Year—The Merchants’ Bridge to Be 
Opened by April 1. 


OMMENCING at 10 
o’clock this morning 
the annual election of 
directors for the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal was 
held at the office of the 
company in the La- 
clede Building. This 
election had nothing to 
do with the Merchants’ 
Bridge Co., as an erroneous item ina morn- 
ing paper stated, but was held for the sole 
purpose of choosing directors for the Mer- 
chants’ Terminal, an entirely distinct organ- 
ization. There was practically but one ticket 
in the field, composed of the old directors, 
and these gentlemen were re-elected with 
scarcely a dissenting voice. The Board 
of Directors is composed of C. C. Rainwater, 
Seth W. Cobb, John H. Overail, John D. Per- 
ry, John R. Holmes, L. M. Rumsey, William 
G. Clark, C. D. McLure, B. F. Hammett, John 
Whittaker and C. C. Maffitt. 
AN EXCELLENT SHOWING. 

President Rainwater in executive session 
made his report. He declined to publish the 
details, but stated that the stockholders were 
more than satisfied. The financial condition 
was excellent and everything connected with 
the terminals was in a most satisfactory situa- 
tion. 

In answer to a question Mr. Rainwater said: 
The progress forthe year, both as regards 
the Merchants’ Terminal and, the Merchants’ 
Bridge, is more than satisfactory. Take the 
situation at this time last year, and compare 
it with the present condition of affars, and it 
will be seen that a splendid work has been ac- 
complished. As late as September 1, 1888, nota 


dollar bad been subscribed either to the Mer- 
chants’ Bridge or tothe Merchants’ Terminal, 
and we who were alive to the possibilities of 
the plan Were running our legs off trying to 
get subscriptions. 

A FINE YEAR’S WORK. 

Work on the bridge was not commenced 
until February 1, 1889, and ground for the 
Merchants’ Terminal lines was broken at a 
later date. When the size of 
Mississippi and the character of its 
tom is taken into consideration, it could 
have caused no surprise if it had taken 
a couple of years to get the bridge and termi- 
nus into working order. The present condi- 
tion of work shows what St. Louis enterprise 
can do, and ought to be astrong argument in 
favor of locating the Worid’s Fair in this city. 

There are now three piers which are nearly 
finished, and by November 15 at latest the 
first span will be raised. Probably 
by the lst of February we will have 
the bridge proper completed, just a year after 
work was commenced, It would be hard to 
equalthis record. We are all the time at 
work on the approaches and connections, and 
the bridge will thrown open to traffic by 
Aprill. Wewere laughed at when we said 
that trains would be running over the bridge 
by July 1, 1890, but we intend to beat this sey- 
eral months. 

THE TERMINAL LINES. 

In regard tothe Merchants’ Terminal, the 
progress has been equally satisfactory. As 
every one knows, there has been some dliffi- 
culty in agp, & the right of way. 
This, however, has been overcome, and we 
have been going ahead quietly, but with 
greatspeed. We have already seven miles of 
track laid between Biddle street and a point 
considerably north of the Water-works, and 
bave the line surveyed and materials on hand 
for laying six miles more. With switches, 
sidings, etc., the tracks owned by the 
Terminal Co. will be fifteen miles in length 
when the bridge is opened. 

Seth W. Cobb, when interviewed on the 
subject, said: ‘‘We have not been boasting 
much, but bave pushed things ahead rapidly 
and steadily. The present condition of the 
bridge and terminals speaks for itself, and I 
must say that itis more than we could have 
expected.’’

SHIT- BUILDING. 


A New Departure Determined Upon by the 
Pennsylvania Steel Co. 


B Telegraph to the Posr-Drsr Aren. 

BALTIMORE, Md., August 24.— The Pennsyl- 
vania Steel Co., in connection with its new 
works at Maryland, Steelton and the Patapsco 
River, proposes the establishment of a ship- 
building department for the construction of 
steel vessels. This department of the works 
however, will not be developed until the new 
foundries and mills are all completed. Gen- 
eral Manager Wood made known some of the 


company’s plans to-day for the erection of 
additional foundries, sheet mills, rolling 
mills, cupola houses, etc., which, when com- 
pleted will be capable of producing and which 
will be made to turn out everything in 
the way of steel articles that 
may be needed in manufacturing 
steam engines, steamships, steam bridges, 
steel rails, etc. The first of these improve- 
ments, a ‘‘cupola house“ which is to be 169 
feet 6 inches a by 87 feet wide, was begun a 
few — ago. here is a small at og of men 
at work. The converter house will be 120 feet 
long by 140 feet wide and 50 feet high, divided 
into three floors, but will have four cupolas 
for melting iron, and two 15-ton Bessemer con- 
verters for converting the iron pigs into steel 
ingots. Next to the latter building there will 
be built a blooming mill and rail mill. It 
will be eighty feet wide and eighty-five feet 
long. The minimum production of this mill 
will be 1,000 tons of steel rails per duy. The 
immense blast furnaces are completed and 
ready for operation. There is also belng dug 
by the company, from its prope front to 
the Craig ill. channel, a channel 6,000 feet 
long, 200 feet wide and 27 feet deep, half 
of which is already finished and in use by the 
ships now bringing ore from Cuba. The im- 
portations at this time reach 1,000 tons a 
day, and most of it is transhipped * way of 
the Northern Central Rallroad to Steelton, Pa.

One of the clowns then mounts the barrel 
and tries to accomplish the same feat, but he, 
going the surest way, first fastens the glasses 
to the hoop with his handkerchief and then 
s Win it with the grace and elegance of 
which only the clown is capable. 

At 9 o’clock on the day of the festival there 
will be a grand parade through the streets to 
Concordia Park, in which will be seen the 
thirty-eignt schaeffler and also the two 
clowns. ‘ .
